In some cities where the Selected Scriptoe 
Lessons have been introduced, it has bet 
found important to have public examinatiol 
on them.

The audience have been astonish* 
edtosee how well the pupils have understood 
what they had committed to memory, and wits 
what promptness and animation they have**] 
awered the questions. Some people have beet 
known to leave the church with a more So* 
- spirit of prayer for the rising gene- 
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orv, and with a more powerful impression 
the utility of Sunday Schools, than they had 
cviously had. — Some parents, who had been 
miss in sending their children to the schools, 
,ve received a new impulse,<end have been 
lilty of no more such remissness. Others, 
tailing their children to share in the benefits 
"stlch instructions, have come and voluntarily 
Sercd them to become members of the school. 
lie impression which these occasions have 
bifbrmly made upon the public mind, has 
een highly salutary and important. This
